AMERICAN COMFORTS. 


It has been said that the United 


States has no dUtinctlTe type of art 
literature, architecture and other 
things which the old world claims 
as its own. 
Without arguing this 


question Americans can point out _ 
step In progress toward human com- 
fort which Is distinctively American, 
namely, tbe age of electrical conven- 
iences. 


What American would want 
to 


live In the average European dwell- 
ing or farm house? 
Even the ho- 


tels, except the more expensive ones, 
have few or none of the conven- 
iences or luxuries which In this conn- 
try are considered necessities In the 
smallest homes. While we may not 
have developed a distinctive national 
type of architecture 
In the United 


States. we have developed a stand- 
ard of house comfort which will be 
referred to in history as the "elec- 
trical home" period. 


Two • California physicians have 


been experimenting with diets in the 
treatment of inflammation 
of 
the 


kidneys or Bright's disease, as it is 
called. 


They have found that infections 


from other places in the body often 
set up trouble in the kidneys, and 
with the removal of these from the 
system, the kidneys became normal 
again. 


However, by experiments on ani- 


mals they were able to set up the 
inflammatory condition by feeding 
them large doses of meat exclusively. 
By reducing the meat diet, the ani- 
mals soon got well. 


This matter of the 
over-indul- 


gence in meat has been talked about 
by physiologists and pathologlsts for 
a long lime. 


The tremendous amount of meat 


or of proteid foods eaten 
by 
the! 


British, and the people of 
North! 


America, is a matter of every day 
comment, and yet our research men 
tell us that Italy, Germany and 
France eat about as much, with Ja- 
pan and Russia eating perhaps 15^ 
less. Now as the British people live 
•nore of an outdoor life than we do 
iiere, their consumption of meat is 
perhaps justified. 


Further, men and women working 


lard or playing hard need meat, not 
'or energy, but for repair tvt>rk In 
he tissues. 
But the point these 


wo California physicians wish to 
emphasize Is that the old idea that 
meat or too much proteids, eggs, 
grains, and so forth caused trouble 
In the Kidneys is only too true. They 
found that animals fed on a high 
protein ration for prolonged periods 
showed marked changes in the kid- 
neys in every case, ^hlle the other 
animals fed on an ordinary diet for 
a corresponding period showed no 
kidney changes. 


This should be worth something 


to you. and all of us in fact, as we 
go about our regular work of the 
day. 
A small quantity of meat daily 


can be eaten safely by everybody, 
and hard workers can eat It more 
frequently. 


However, In the treatment of these 


kidney ailments meat must be cut 
down to the lowest point, and fruits 
and vegetables be Increased In the 
dally diet.
